1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign applications: 
SLOVENIA P-200300321 with a filing date 12/29/2003; and 
SLOVENIA P-200400022 with a filing date 01/23/2004. 

2. Amendment including cancellation of claims 1-3, 8-10, 16 and 23, and addition of 
claims 27-28 and remarks in the amendment filed on 1 1/16/2010 is acknowledged. 
Claims 4-7, 11-15, 17-22 and 24-28 are pending in the application. No new matter has 
been found. Since the newly added claims 27-28 are commensurate within the scope 
of the invention, claims 4-7, 11-15, 17-22 and 24-28 are prosecuted in the case.
